In a Second Edition yesterday, we 
published a report in circulation, stating 
tjjat Bonaparte had quitted Moscow,and 
that a battle %vas expected—that Kutu- 
sow had cut off all communication with 
Poland, and the peasants every where 
rising in a mass— that Smolensk was 
in the hands of the Russians--*and W it- 
genstein had driven St.Cyr*s corps from 
Polotsk. 
The followiog Bulletin was 
issued by Government yesterday morn­ 
ing, amongst tho circle of their own 
friends, but it was not made public, nor 
was there any account of the pispatche§ 
received from L,ord Cathcart, published 
in last night's Gazette, which has excit­ 
ed some douljt^ respecting the authen­ 
ticity of the riimours announced in the 
Bulletin. 
However painful it may be to 
contemplate ihe final result of the con­ 
test in Russia, wc feel It Incumbent up­ 
on'u s to atttto iho truth» and in so doin^ 
do not hesitato lo declare, for the infor­ 
mation of such as are not deaf to reason 
and common sense, that we calcúlate 
upon Russia as conquered by Napoleon. 


The following is the substance of 
Lord Cathcart’s Dispatches, as commu­ 
nicated by Ministers : 


Despatches were received last night 
from Lord Cathcart, dated St. Peters­ 
burg the 
4ih inst. 
They iinhouncc 
that there are reports from Gen. Kutu- 
sow, of the 23d ult. which state, 
the^ the army was on the Cuturgena 
road, towards Toula, Kalouga, Orel, and 
with a strong party on the Mojaisk road. 
On the I9th he sent General Floraisky, 
with t’le 1 Ith division of Cossacks and 
the Mer* Polski Hussars, to watch the 
enemy, who discovered four regiments 
of cavalry ih the village of Snameuska, 
and mada prisoners 400 men,16 officers, 
and 40 petty officers,leaving great num­ 
bers dead on the field. 


On the 21st and 23d of September, 
the Russian-partie» brought in 500 pri­ 
soners. 


On the 23d, the day he writes, he had 
sent Gen Dorocoffon ihç Mojaisk road, 
who reports having taken six officers 
and 200 men. 


In the mean while Lt. Col. Davidoff, 
with 150 light cavalry, had been active 
in cutting off the enemy’s communica­ 
tions between G jstek and Mojaisk. 


And Adjutant-GeneralWinzengerodc 
was active in the Mojaisk, the Twer and 
Jassvierlaff roads. 


The abstract of Gen. Dorocoff's re­ 
port, is just received :— He states, that 
having scot Capt. Udina on^ihe Mojaisk 
road, he had taken two Captains, five 
officers, 93 men, with 36 waggons of 
artillery-stores. 


Other accounts state, that in success­ 
ful affairs of parties, 20 large waggons 
with artillery stores, and 300 men, had 
been taken. 


In addition to this official intelligence, 
there arc private accounts of ilj.e 4th 
from Petersburgh, which state, that 
W inzengerodc had had a brilliant affair 
with Mural's cavalry, and taken two 
guns, and 3000 men prisoners.” 
Dispatches were this morning receiv­ 
ed at the Foreign Office, from the north 
coast of Spain ; they are staled to be of 
an unfavorable nature. 
The French ar- 
uiics are said to be advancing, in three 
different directions, in great force.. 


It is reported, that preparations are 
making at Portsmouth, for the accom­ 
modation of the Russian fleet, which 
is expccleil from the Blatic, before that 
sea be closed by the frost.
